The election of county representa¬ 
tives under thenew act promises to be as 
interesting as a provincial or general 
election.

It consists In 
dissolving in naptha the heavy oils 
and waxes left after the distillation 
of petroleum, and forcing the solution 
fbto the seasoned timber tn the same 
manner as In creosotlng. The timber 
Is then heated, when the naphtha eva¬ 
porates, and Is recovered In a cooling 
chamber, while the waxes, etc., remain 
behind In the wood, waterproofllng It.

Deab Editor On Tuesday morning, 
Sept. 1, we hastily prepared for oar pro¬ 
posed visit to the old home of General 
Nicholas Herkimer, of revolutionary lame, 
and from whom the Connty of Herkimer, 
N. Y. derives ifs name. 

Herkimer county is centrally distant 
from Albany eighty miles, its population 
is 65.000, and it ooptains 1.745 square 
miles. Its surface is a hilly upland with a 
series of ridges extending in a general north 
uud south direction. Mohawk river flows 
east at right angles and soparatea the'high- 
land into two distinot parts. The Iiasen- 
clever mountains lie along the west border 
of the county; north of tho Mobawk.aud 
from the window before whiob I pen these 
lines, I look oat over their green, fertile, 
sloping sides and as far as the eye can 
reach follow wooded crest after crest ; then 
looking directly down the hill I watch the 
flashing of the water of West Canada 
Creek, winding along through a Icvely 
valley. Truly one might travel the world 
over and not find a more beautiful spot 
than this—Osborn Hill. 

Herkimer is the oounty town of Herkimer 
county. It has ten miles of streets, three 
lines of railways, fifteen manufactories, 
many handsome public and private build 
ing« and 5.000 inhabitants. The people 
living here had a village organization and 
government under a legislative act as early 
as 1807. 

The greatest oanal, Erie, and the greatest 
Railway, of the continent, the New York 
Central, passes through the Herkimer Hills 
following the fertile valley of the Mohawk. 
Herkimer county is historio ground as 
many of the most stirring events in the 
great struggle for independence ocoured 
within its limits. 

But 1 must hasten. General Herkimer’s 
residence is situated about two and a half 
miles below the city of Little Falls, on the 
south bank of the Mohawk. We arrived at 
noon after a most enjoyable drive. ( The 
scenery below Little Falls is Buperb. The 
mountains on each side of the river are 
masses of naked, variable colored rocks 
rising perpendicular to a height of 500 to 
to 000 ft.) 

With appetites sharpened by our long 
drive we greatly enjoyed our little picnic 
in the grove, discussing at the Bame time 
the various events connected with the sput, 
and as we looked toward the opposite side 
of the river, within a radius of half a mile 
we seo the West Shore R. R , the Erie 
Canal, the drive road, Mohawk River, New 
Y'ork Central R. R. and the Dolgeville 
R. R, all, except the latter, running par¬ 
allel. ' 

Having finished our repast we first in¬ 
spected the old powde^ house over which a 
barn has been erected. TJ?e powder house 
is built entirely of stone with a vaulted roof. 
It is about 24 x 15 ft. and 10ft to top of 
arch. It is in a good state -of preservation 
as is also the General’s house with which it 
is said to be connected by meaus of a secret 
underground passage The residence is 
built of dark red brick imported from 
Hollond about 1704 and cost about 9*,000. 
As tbe family living in it we;s at dinner 
we proceeded to the graveyard situated up¬ 
on i knoll a short distance southeast of the 
house. The state has purchased the land 
in front of the yard ami had built a hand¬ 
some stone wall about the latter place. 
Men were at work in the yard and a lar^e 
monument, the dimeusionsof which I have 
forgotten is to be erected there this month. 
The foundation for the stone has been com¬ 
pleted, and the stone itself is so large that j 
it has been necessary to build a track from | 
tho Wudi Chore Ii. R. to the yard in order 
to oouv ey it to the spot where it in to stand 
hi honor of the dead Geuera!. At present 
a plain marble slab marks his grave and 
bears the following inscription : —

The Provisions of tha Law fa tha Small, 
Liberty-Loving Republic—How Thaj 
May Be Mode Serviceable In the Kew- 
World Countries. 

The iiflti&tlve and referendum hat 
found It* highest development In 
Switzerland, especially in the cantons. 
The Swiss constitution provides that 
“federal laws shall be submitted ror 
acceptance or rejection by the people 
if the demand is made by 10,000 voters, 
or by eight cantons.” This is the 
referendum, by which laws that have 
been passed by the legislative body 
must be submitted to the people ror 
approval. The essential point about 
the initiative Is that a certain portion 
of the voters may petition that a^4aw 
upon a certain question shall be draft¬ 
ed and presented to th* voters for ap¬ 
proval or rejection. The Swiss federal 
nsthution does not provide for the 
initiative in ordinary legislation, but 
the system Is in use for that purpose 
In some of the cantons, which may be 
Halt! to correspond to the States of our 
Union. The initiative may be used, 
however, for effecting constitutional 
changes in the federal government. 
Following is the provision for amending 
tbe federal constitution; 

. "When either council of the Federal 
Assembly passes a resolution for 
amendment of the federal constitution 
and the other council does not agree, 
when 50.000 Swiss voters Remand 
amendment, the question whether the 
i .derail constitution ought to be 
ended Is. in either case, submitted 

10 a vote of the Swiss people, voting 
<»r no. If in either case the ma- 

j rlty of the Swiss citizens who vote 
j r« nounce in the affirmative, there 
hall be u new election of both coun-

Tub Hon. J. W. Longley, Attorney 
General of. Nova Beotia, in an able 
article on tho Silver Question in the 
September Canadian Magazine points 
chit that tho light in the United 
States purports to be between Biiver 
and gold, but that this is tho most 
superficial view of tho real issue.

Under a system of 
popular government this cannot go on 
forever. The people will yet rule and 
tliis^iUrer movement looks as if they 
had taken the bit in their mouth, and

■vay as to how the nation should be 
governed. It does not disturb the 
Average silver man to tell him that tho

The graveyard is about 170xl80.ft. 
Returning to the house we first visited the 
cellar and looked out through the port-holes 
by mean* of which the Indians were kept 
at bay. Entering the bouse we were con 
ducted through the various Apsttments, 
examining" the queer little recesses that 
were formerally used as bed-chambers, w« 
stool within the room in which thu Gen¬ 
eral died, which by-tBeway is handsomely 
waiusoottad io white pine wrought into neat 
mouldings aud panels. We even visited 
the garret—the third story whose great 
timbers ars crossed and braced equal to the 
iron frame work of one of the many bridges 
about hero. We looked around for some 
souvenir of the place, and what do you sup¬ 
pose I <ec’red ? A brick from the wall, 
and surely II could not have procured a 
more one. It shall occupy an im¬ 

portant position among my small collection 
of old relics. Tho walls of the home are 
two feet thick, every second course being 
laid lengthwise instead of every fifth us is 
done now a days. We had not long to 
remaijkhere as wo wished to visit old Fort 
Herkimer Church, and though loath to 
leave, we were obliged to hasten away. 
We arrived at Fort Herkimer, or Konari 
as the French called it, about four o’clock. 
Fort Herkimer Church was erected sotne- 
timo between the year 1751 and 1753, but 
previous to this a church, upon the same 
site was built of logs in 172,5. Tne church 
is built of stone with great stone braces at 
each corner. Theiuteiior has lately been 
remodled, the gallery being shut off, the 
high ^backed seats out down, a platform 
erected etc,, in fact it has been consider 
ablv modernized and spoiled. Tho old 
pulpit, however has not been disturbed and 
is poised up in tho air like u bird cage with 
a circular sounding board above it. This 
is very seldom used now, a modern reading 
desk upon the platform, being used instead 
The church was used formerally as a place 
of refuge and stood within the palisaded 
walls of the fort. A large door has been 
walled up, the window* have been changed 
and the port holes walled up. The old 
wails of the fort were uatd in the construe 
tion of the Erie Canal. The oldest grave¬ 
stone to be found in the valley of the upper 
Mohawk rests against the south side of tlie 
cuurch. It is of red sandstone, surcharged 
with mica and is about three feet in width 
by six feet in length. It completely 
covers the grave and bears this inscription t

A correspondent who has recently 
been traveling In Spain, Portugal. 
Maderla and the Spanish inslands ha 
Just sent to a New York Press writ' i 
several numbers of a paper called La 
Lidia, which is published In Madrid, 
and is one of about eleven publica¬ 
tions in Spain wnlch are devoted to 
the subject of bull fighting.

• lustrated with flaring pictures of the 
hideous national sport. Gaudily dress¬ 
ed plcadores, banderUleros, chulos and 
matadors; horses with blood pouring 
fiom gashes In their obdornens and 
with bowels protruding; maddened 
bulls with decorated darts sticking in 
their bleeding hides; an audltncc de¬ 
lighted at the night of the blood and, 
last scene of all, gayly caparisoned 
horses dragging away by means of 
a sort of tackle the mortally woundci 
bull. 

Perhaps the most significant of uJI 
the florid illustrations in La Lidia is 
one covering a double sheet and show¬ 
ing as the central medallion ul an al¬ 
legorical representation an urena con¬ 
taining a gored horse, some men ami 
u bull being infuriated with the red 
flag, This medallion is decorated with 
ted and gold, and the green palm leaf 
us a bolder, and is surmounted by a 
shield on which the cross is blazoned 
and on which rests the royal crown of 
Spain. At the base of the picture Is 
au immense bull's lu*(%u decorated with 
all the adjuncts of the ring, and with 
a large arena in the distance. 

Above It me seated the typical peas¬ 
ants, floWT-r decorated and with musi¬ 
cal Instruments- Above this, on the 
left are the emblems of art, sculpture 
and music; on the right the emblems 
of science and mechanic arts; ami as 
liie climax of Absurdity, near the top 
of the picture, a winged figure of fame 
blowing a blast of victory from a trum¬ 
pet from which waves the national 
.‘lag. and holding in her right hand 
the laurel wreath.

The use of 
a year or two ago been prohibited on 
the Austrian State Railway#, Proces¬ 
sor Tetmajer, of the Polytechnic School 
of Zurich, Switzerland, published a 
paper in which he defended the use Q* 
such ralla The action of the Austrian 
Government was due largely to two 
lots of Inferior rails basing been fur¬ 
nished by a German company. On the 
representation of the officers of a large 
basic Bessemer steel plant the Govern¬ 
ment appointed a commission to inves¬ 
tigate the matter (the firm referred to 
selecting two members), end as a re¬ 
sult of this investigation the order was 
reversed, although baaio rails are still 
required to show a tensile strength of 
71,000 pounds per square inch, while 
for ordinary Bessemer rails a t ensi le 
strength of only 6M00 pounds is re¬ 
quired. 

1 Since 1878 the basic process has de¬ 
veloped rapidly. In 1880 only 60,000 
tons were made, while in 1888 the out¬ 
put was 8,688,666 metric tons, of which 
about 20 to 26 per cent, was made by 
the basic open-hearth process. The 
metal is said to meet with a steadily 
Increasing application in the construe- 
tlon of bridges and railways all over 
the continent of Europe and England. 
As one of the principal objeodons made 
to basic steel has been the alleged ir¬ 
regularity of Its composition. Professor 
Tetmajer gave In his paper a number 
of analyses showing that great regu¬ 
larity Is actually obtained in the out¬ 
put of many largo works and referred 
to the value of tho Darby and Meyer 
rec&rburlz&tlon process In this connec¬ 
tion, and also states that the basic 
Bessemer boiler plates of the Peine 
works compete successfully with the 
best brands of 81 erne ns- Martin steel. 

Returns from the state railways of 
Finland and Hungary showed that the 
wearing quality of basic Bessemer 
rails Is .-above the general average, In 
some cases showing a decided super- 
lorltjAAThe renewals of defective rails 
are airo less than with acid rails. From 
the Information collected. Professor 
Tetfnajer concluded that basic Besse¬ 
mer rail steel can be mado with great 
regularity In its composition and free 
from oxygen and red shortness, and 
also that by the application of the 
Darby and Meyer recarburlaatlon pro¬ 
cesses any grade of hardness can be 
easily and regularly obtained. 

atrnlff!it«*iilnir » Chimney. 

The straightening of a chimney stack 
at a brick and tile works located at 
Earnest, Pa., was recently accomplish¬ 
ed In a novel manner. According to a 
description published In the Engineer¬ 
ing News the stack Is 122 feet high, 
11 feet square at the base, tapering 
somewhat at the top, and weighs 400 
tons. The walls are 36 Inches thick. 
The* top was fot^d to be leaning 46 
Inches from the ^Srtlcal line. To right 
the chimney 10 1-2 Inches of brick work 
was removed from the foundations on 
three sides. As the brick were re¬ 
moved, square blocks of wood were 
inserted one after another until three 
sides of the structure rested on the 
blocks. Between the blocks substan¬ 
tial brick piers, six inches high, were 
built, leaving a space four and a half* 
Inches between the top of the piers 
and the bottom of the undermined 
brick work. The blocks were then set 
on Are and kept burning evenly. If 
one burned faster than the others the 
fire on that particular block was check¬ 
ed so that all were made to burn uni¬ 
formly and os the blocks were reduced 
to ashes the stack slowly righted. As 
the top gradually swung back through 
the 45 Inch arch small fissures ap¬ 
peared near the base. In every groove 
9 steel wedge was driven to maintain 
the weight of the walls. The entire

Irrlgntlnn llrrl* find Health. 

A German physician Investigated the 
truth of the statement that* Irrigation 
beds are open to the susoiclon of 
spreading infective disease#. He In¬ 
vestigated the health of those persons 
living near the Berlin irrigation beds, 
which are the largest of the kind In 
the world. Ho says: "The Irrigation 
beds have either caused no disease, or 
but slight disease amongst I he per¬ 
sons living near and working upon 
them.” He further says that properly 
managed Irrigation bedsore no source 
of danger to health, and that "up to 
the present they are by r ar the best 
method of dealing with the sewage of 
towns.” The method is not complete, 
since It does not lead to the destruc¬ 
tion of all pathogenic micro-organisms, 
ns was at first expected. Drain water 
may contain bacilli of typhoid, eta, 
and therefore ought not to pass on the 
V*<ls without previous disinfection. 

Toxin Removal for ltlieumstUm. 

M. Baree has cured one case of pneu¬ 
monia. two of uraemia and one of cere¬ 
bral rheumatism by removing the tox¬ 
ins from the blood. The patients were 
bled; Immediately afterward a quan¬ 
tity of serum equal to that of the blood 
removed was injected.
